Quite often 
the employer in employing a man_ will 
inform his employee in the words of a 
statesman who when taking into hi; gov- 
ernnent a supporterstated that ‘‘no office 
could afford to carry tw6é drunks and 
that he, ‘the emr byte, would govern 
nist wi}l receive a_great 
many supportérs who are heavy drinkers, 
that will vote for prohibition in the 
liopes that when the liquor is taken 
away from them that they will then ‘re- 
form’ A great many such drinkers be- 
lieve that itis a habit and not heredi- 
tary. Many total abstainers will support 
the bill against prohibjtion and ask for 
more stringent legislation than is at pre- 
sent in effect in the province, because 
they no doubt believe that drink is here- 
ditary and not a habit.
